Elaotrloty at the Columbian Fair 
We are told that the water-ways, 
which are such an important feature 
of the Chicago World's Fair, will liter- 
ally sparkle at night with tiny colored 
lights in unique and fantastic designs. 
Vari-colored lamps will glimmer in 
the dim green depths of the lagoons. 
Hidden and buried among flowers 
and translucent water plants, they 
will appear like veritable ignis fatui, 
or, as skimming over the surface of 
the water in electric launches, like 
giant submarine water flies. Great 
sea serpent*, dragons, and sea nymphs 
will peer out of water and cast horri- 
ble but harmless looks at the happy 
thousands who may glide over the 
rippling bosom of the world's fair 
waterways. Expensive desigiiB for 
thi* feature of the electrical display 
will be brought from Europe a 
great expense. They will consist of 
Chinese dragons, winged horses, sea 
monsters, and all the horrors of land, 
and air that the imagination of 
man has in the course of centuries 
given birth to. 

At the dedication ceremonies in this 
month the vitsitors will be treated to a 
brilliant spectacular display entitled 
Progress of the Centuries and \»mong 
the twenty-four float»'i,ill beone rep- 
resenting "The Geuius of Invention, 
application of steam, etc., and one 
representing "Electricity." Sixty 
6000 c. p. search lights will illumine 
their course through the most pictur- 
esque portion of the lagoons, and as 
theses stately barges average 50 feet 
in length and 80 feet in height, it is 
expected that a scene of unusual splen 
dor will result. The float represent- 
ing Electricity is thus described by 
the designer: '-This float will need 
no search lights to reveal its beauties. 
Indeed as it approaches, thege lights 
will be darkened so that it may the 
more perfectly reveal its own glory. 
The golden barge is of capacious form. 
Within it seems to be tilled with 
clouds supporting a huge sphere rep 
resenting the world. This globe is 
banded in all directions w.eh> thou 

ing color, incessantly flashing, now 
green, now blue now crimson, a hun- 
dred tints. Upon it stands an heroic 
figure of the Genius of Electricity, 
bearing aloft a brilliant electric lamp. 
On the high gilt prow stands Frank- 
lin with his kite. By ingenious ap- 
pliances real lightning flashes are 
made to flash about his kite, 
elevated platforms on either side of 
the great globe are seen Morse and 
Edison with their discoveries. Far 
forward sits a female figure repre- 
senting Europe, and far behind anoth- 
er representing America. To the lat- 
ter little winged figures are bringing 
messages. Her fingers rest upon a 
telegraphic key. Europe receives the 
messages and reads them from a tape, 
While other winged figures with 
trumpets proclaim it to the world. 
This barge will be provided with 
powerful dynamos to produce the 
marvelous light effects."

The Use Of Arsenltes And Bees 

A writer, Prof Cook, we believe, 
notes the effect of arsenious poisons on 
bees as follow* : Bees in cage* were 
given foliage sprayed with sweetened 
water, aud in other precisely similar 

iges< the same sweetened water in 
which Loudon purple had been mixed 
in the proportion of one pound to 200 
gallons of water. The bees In the 
first cage were in 110 wise affected, 
while the others were all dead In 
shirty six hours and in many cases in 
twenty four hours. Thus we have 
positive proof, Doth lit the field and 
from laboratory experiment*, that bees 
are very susceptible to the poisonous 
effects of arsenites, and that to spray 
fruit trees while in bloom always en- 
dangers the lives of all bee, thai flail 
the flowers.— [Mirer and Farmer.

ScOtfa Famous Heroine Lies In 
Sadly Nesrtected Sepulcher. 



Of all the women Sir Walter Scott 
is drawn Rebecca ami Itowena are 
e best known anil the best beloved, 
ys a writer in the Philadelphia 
ues. The tender strength of the 
, the tender sweetness of the other, 
romantic story through Which 
y move and the perfection of the 
Urast between them, all contribute 
» fix them firmly In the hearts of all 
said that Ue- 
becca Is tho great novelist's finest 
character. If this is so it is of all the 
more interest to us, for her prototype 
was a Philadelphian. The orignal of 
Rebecca, the daughter of Isaac of 
York, was Rebecca Grata, born in this 
□ the last century, and still liv- 
ing after the two great novelists who 
cded Scott had been gathered to 
Walhalla. 

I stood the other day by her forgot- 
ten grave in the little old grass-grown 
Jewish cemetery on Spruce street, 
it south of the Quaker meetlnf- 
between Eighth and Ninth 
sets, and I read the simplo inserip- 
n on the tomb : Rebecca Gratz. 
-in March i, 1781. Died August 
'. 1869. 

s Gralz was a conspicuous mem- 
ber of an honorable Jewish family. 
Fshe possessed in early years — indeed, 
n to the day of her death — a sin- 
gular beauty of face'and form. Her 
eyes were of exquisite shape, large 
black and lustrous, her figure was 
graceful and her carriage was mark, 
cd by q\et dignity. Besides these 
is she had elegant and win 
ning man 

Gentle. ; bevevolent and accomplish 
cd, RebaciV soon becam 
a brilliaut iircle of 
dristians Lid Jewish. Her pai 
Irben Ac was very young, 
Jision, presided ovci 
o bo known 
-s hospitality. One of the 
^friends of her brother 
iilngton Irving, who was 
e early freshness of his liter- 
r, and in this way a cordia 




ject he would deftly evade tho matter 
by changing the topic. 

When a young girl, it Is said, Re- 
becca Gratz won the regard of a gen- 
tleman of good position and wealth, 
but as he was a christian the diller- 
encc in their religious faith proved a 
hopeless barrier to their union. She 
consequently never married. Instead 
she devoted her life to charitable 
deeds. She founded the orphans' 
asylum of thli city, and as early as 
1811 her name appeared as an officer 
of the female association. In 1833 a 
mission school for Hebrew children 
was started bp this noble woman. 
At this school prayers of her own 
composition were used daily. Miss 
Gratz lived to the advanced age of 
eighty-eight, when sho died univer- 
sally regretted. 

The ancient graveyard where her 
mortal remains repose has been closed 
for burial purposes almost ever since 
her death although previously to that 
time it was extensively used. 

AN IRON RAIN. 



Any clear night, if the watcher has 
patience he may see one or more 
"shooting stars" or meteors. These 
are not stars at all, but often are 
more brilliant than any star, because 
they are so uear us that their friction 
against the earth's atmosphere either 
causes them to glow at white-heat or 
to flame up like a torch. Even a very 
small meteor, one not much larger 
than a pinhead, might become dis- 
tinctly visible in this way, and seen 
against a background of constellations 
outshine the north star. 

The whole solar system astrono- 
mers say, is strewn with particles of 
matter known as star-dust, while 
larger bodies known as meteoroids 
chase one another about tho sun at 
intervals of a few miles. Usually 
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and Miss 



Matilda Hoffman, who was the okjecl 
of Irvine's only love, was also Re- 
becca's dearest friend, many of hei 
younger days being passed with the 
Iioffmans and other old families in 
New York. During Miss llotlinan's 
first illness Rebecca was her constant 
companion, sharing with her family 
the care9 of the sick bed and holding 
Matilda when she died in her arms. 

Scott and Irviug met for the first 
time in 1817, the American visiting 
Sir Walter with a letter of introduc- 
tion from the poet Campbell, 
was most cordially received at Ab- 
botsford, and there Irving passed sev- 
eral of the most delightful days of his 
life, listening to tho many tales, told 
as no one but Scott could tell them, 
and rambling about the beautiful hill- 
During one of the frequent conversa- 
tions betweeu the two authors Irving 
spoke of his own and Miss Hofimi 
friend, Rebecca Gratz, of Philadelphia. 
He glowingly described her beautv 
aud related the story of her firm ad- 
herence to her religious faith under 
the most trying circumstances, but 
particularly did he tell of her zealous 
philanthropy and loveliness of charac- 
ter. 

Sir Walter was very deeply im- 
pressed and interested and conceived 



the idea of embodying 
like hers in one of his ■ 



<. Hi 
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was then revolving in his n 
story ot "Ivanboe." And, on the 
strength of Irving's vivid description, 
lie determined to introduce a Jewish 
female character. 

Scott composed this story during 
moments of intense physical pain, yet 
at times he became so Interested in 
the character of Rebecca, for he even 
adopted her name, that he ro*e from 
his couch and walked up and down 
the room while ho dictated the story 

his amauueiisis. 

He finished the book in December, 
19, aud immediately sent tho first 
py to Irving. In the lettor accom- 
nying it he asked : "How do you 
ar Rebecca ? Does the Rebecca 
have pictured compare well with 
he pattern given ?" 

The resemblance of the character lo 
that of Miss Gratis, it is said by those 
who knew her, was closely marked. 
Although the sourco of the character 
was known lo the Jewess, her modes- 
ty made her shrink from the publicity 
of It, aud when pressed upon the aub- 



earth's atmosphere they break into 
small fragments aud fall harmlessly 
to the ground. It is thought that 
only six or seven hundred of these 
meteoric stones reach the surface of 
the earth unbroken in the course of a 
year, while the number of small par- 
ticles which fall has been estimated at 
2,000,000 a day. If the air did not 
act as a cushion, no casualty would be 
more common than being hit by a 
metorite. 

Meteorites are usually composed of 
iron, silicon and oxygen, the tin 
HMntl which arc most common 
earth, and as no new elements have 
been found in these visitors from space 
it is believed that the solar system 
and perhaps tho universe, are made 
out of tho same material as tho earth. 

The motion of falling meteors is 
very curious. One has been known 
to travel on a line almost parallel 
the earth's sur'ace, and from si 
one hundred miles above it, all the 
way from Indian Territory to Central 
New York, where it is supposed to 
have fallen In fragments. Another 
passed from Michigan across New 
York State and on out to sea between 
New York city and New Havei 
These meteors travel six or seven hun 

les an hour after they becoi 
visible. 

Meteors aro most common about 
August 10th and December 7th, when 
the earth annually encounters long 
droves of meteoroids as they j< 

years the earth passes the sire 
Leonides which seems to come from 
the constellation Leo, aud it is so long 
hat six or eight years are required 
for this flock of meteors, travling 
twenty-six miles a second, to pass a 
given point. When the earth meets 
this great torch light procession there 
a display worth seeing. The next 
ia will take place iu November, 
1892. 

Where meteors come from is not 
town. Whether they are fragments 
of bursted planet or collected Star- 
dust can only bo surmised. Once 
it was thought that they kept up the 
Sun's heat by running into him, but 
that theory has been abandoned. 
What is certain is that tho planets are 
becoming somewhat larger and heav- 
ier every year through the shower of 
meteors and star-dust that is con- 
stantly falling. Thus it happens that 
while it never rains pitchforks, yet 
iron enough to make a pitchfork rains 
upon the earth over day.— Harper'* 
Young People. 

The smallest Bible in existeneo has 
recently been issued by the Oxford 
University press. It Is 3J inches lofig 
41 inches wide aud seven-eights of an 
inch thick. 

The deepest soundings ever taken in 
the Pacific Ocean, or In fact, any place 
on the glebe, were mado iu theLadron 
Islands, where the depth was found to 
bo 2«,850 feet, or about five miles.

Natural Wood Finish. 
Tho popularity of natural m 
finish should insure greater care I 
is exercised by most builders in the 
selection of panels having a rich 
grain. A very large majority of tho 
panels now used show a central cut of 
grain, but the balance of the panel 
shows nothing but the edges of the 
scrowth rings. This is due to the 
manner in which the logs Iihvo been 
sawed, they being slabbed from the 
side, and the nearer the cuts are to 
the heart the narrower the grain sur- 
face. 

There are methods of sawing where- 
by the logs can be cut to show a rich 
grain, whereas, if cut Ihe old way 
they lack In color and character. Oak 
panels show to the host advantage 
when cut to show tho medullary rays 
—that is, when quarter sawed. The 
few central boards of an oak log show 
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sing of the lines of 
growth rings for its richness, and 
best results can bo obtaiued by 
ting from four sides. 

This method does not give wide 
plank, but there need be no trouble in 
securing those 12 to 14 inches wide, 
which is a fair average for the width 
of panels. The outer, or what is 
known as the "*ap" portion of either 
ash or oak is softer than the heart, 
and being more porous, it absorbs the 



lid 



Oak in particular turns dark, and 
many panels are spoiled by the dark, 
muddy strip along the top and bot- 
tom cdgis of the body when finished. 
A crooked log sawed so as to cut across 
the curve will give a much better se- 
lection of boards than a perfectly 
straight one, unless the lattir is sawed 
diagonally across from end to end. 
Byre-sawing, good boards could be 
cut from off the straight, thick pli 
now in tho markets, and the loss 
would be trifling as compared witli 

from increased richness of the grain 
—[The Hub. 

Long practice iu milking, especially 
at early ages, cultivates strong mus- 
cles in the hands. A milkniauV'grip - 

haps as distinguishable to one who 
belongs to tho guild as If ho were a 
member of a secret organization. A 
good milkman will milk eight to 12 
cows aud not have the muscles of his 
fingers so tired aslo slight his work. 
It is very important that the milkman 
milk fast and without any interruption 
till the closo. If this rule is not re- 
garded the milling capacity of the 
cows will rapidly deteriorate. 



The Draft of Chimneys. 

It is a common trick of masons to 
make the chimneys mortar smooth 
outside. It looks better that way. 
Ilut that virtue of a chimney is to 
"draw." Smoothness on the outside 
does not count for that. A smooth 
chimney on tho inside offers less ob- 
struction to the smoke. It means 
that the fire burns letter and less of 
ot and cinders lodges in tho chini- 
y. If there is to be any obstruction 
tho draught it should be in the 
stove pipe, whereby the heat can be 
kept in the room. The chimney 
ought to offer the least possible ob- 
struction to the draught, and there- 
tore insure most complete burniug of 
wood or coal.
